ARE SURE TO BE CAPTURED. 



If They Attempt to Break Through the 
Circle It Will ne at the Rink of Their 
Live* The Jailbirds llecomlng Gloomy 
aa They Ilegin to llealize Their Fate. 
The UnndlU' Home* Captured. 

Little Rock. Nov. 7.— The men en- 
gaged in hunting down the Iron Moun- 
tain train rohbers have been in their 
saddles for the past 48 hours. The rob- 
bers are in close quarters not tar from 
Jamestown, where the posse has them 
surrounded. If they attempt to break 
through the circle, it will be at the risk 
of their lives, as the hunters are be- 
coming desperate. 

The jailbirds were visited again yes- 
terday. They are becoming gloomy 
and desperate. There are indications 
that the realization of their orinie is 
just dawning upon them. Both Lem- 
ons and Arnett appeared restless and 
fretful. 

United States Marshal Abner Gnines 
returned yesterday from the scene of 
the train robberv, where he had been 
sftice last Saturday morning. He re- 
ports that nearly 100 men are in pur- 
suit of the bandits, who are now on foot 
and moving in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. He feelB confident that the rob- 
bers will be run down very soon. 

At daybreak yesterday moruing, a 
poBse met four robbers near Wecker* 
leys. They fired upon and pursued 
them so closely that within an hour 
the robbers abandoned their horses, 
which were captured with their pro- 
visions. They dropped three overcoats 
and hats in their flight on foot. Jewel- 
ry, watches, etc., were found in tho 
coats and saddlepockets. Bloodhounds 
were put on their tracks at noon, und 
they were followed five miles when the 
dogs were turned back, driven by one 
of the Weckerleys, as is supposed, and 
tho trail was lost. 

A special received here at 10 p. m. 
from Batesville says: At 8 p. m. a 
telephone message was received from 
Dr. Weaver at Jamestown stating that 
two more of the horses belonging to 
the bandits had been captrred. The 
posse came upon the place where the 
bandits had camped the night before 
and found some express waybills and a 
lot of watch crystals. Shortly aftor :i 
o'clock part of the MM came in sight 
of tho bandits and fired one solitary 
shot. It is supposed that this Bhot was 
a signal for tho others of the posse to 
round-by. Nothing haa since been 
heard from the seat of war. 

The bandits are without overcoats 
and some without hats. They have no 
way of getting provisions and are short 
on ammunition. 

Two deputy marshals came trom 
Muldrow. L T.. last night and are pre- 
paring to Btart out to capture the men. 
They have every description of both 
men here in jail and believe they are 
members of the Dalton gang. The mnn 
supposed to be Arnett told the jaih r 
they might break his neck, but it would 
not move him to mane a statement. 
His pal seems to show Bign« of weak- 
ening, and suggested that they might 
be mobbed. • ■

KILLED WHILE ASLEEP. 

Three White Men Murdered and Bobbed 
hy a Negro. 

Gi'THUiE, O. T., Nov. 7.— Attorney 
Payne, who has just arrived frog) 
Chandler, 55 miles east of this city, 
brought news of the murder of three 
white men— two brothers named John- 
son ami a man named Wilkerson— by a 
negro Sunday night near the town of 
Ingram, 12 miles west of Chandler. It 
appears that the negro came upon the 
men while thoy were asleep and cut 
their throats with a knife. 

The bodies when found had been 
stripped of clothing, It is known that 
one of the Johnsons had $1H«. The ne- 
gro was pursued by a posse, and it is 
reimrted here that he was captured in 
the Kickapoo Indian lands. It is pos- 
sible that ne is a member of the tribe, 
as a number of negroes and Mexicans 
live with the Indians. 

I'roiiiiiient Merchant Nuleide*. 

PARKEnsL'URfi, W. Va., Nov. 7.— Ed- 
ward A. Hill, one of the most promi- 
nent merchants in this city, committed 
suicide by shooting himself in tho tem- 
ple. He was manager of tho big Btore 
of Harmison & Hill, and was promi- 
nent socially and in business. He was 
10 years of age and leaves a beautilul 
widow and two children. Business 
trouble is said to have been the cause 
of the deed. His suicide is tho greatest 
shock Parkersburg hasliad for yeaTs. 

Chleugo Tragedy. 
Chicaoo, Nov. 7.— Albert Broddock, 
a laborer, objected to the Attention! 
mid by other men to Louisa Bloomer, 
[lis fiance. Last night he pushed the 
muzzle of a revolver into Mie girl's face 
and fired. The ball made only a slight 
wound, but the girl fainted and fell to 
the floor. Broddock thinking he had 
killed her, shot himself through the 
brain dying instantly. He left a note 
saying that he had killed the girl be- 
cause she deserved it.

Tak- 
amine claims that such treatment only 
proves the value of his invention. 

SHOT HER HUSBAND. 



A Terrible Tragedy Occur* iu a St. Lou I* 
Family. 

St. Louis, Nov. 7.— Mrs. John Miner, 
living at 910 Morgan Btreet, shot and 
killed her husband yesterday morning. 
Mrs. Miner suspected her husband of 
infidelity, and the couple frequently 
quarreled. They were lying in bed. 
when the quarrel was renewed. Miner 
struck his wife several times, and the 
latter sprang out of bod with the ex- 
clamation: 
"You'll never strike me again !" 
She seized a revolver lying on the 
dresser and before her husband could 
prevent her, fired a -18-calibor bullot 
through his heart. He foil back across 
the bed and died almost instantly. Mrs. 
Miner was arraigned in court later in 
the day, but expressed no grief over the 
death of her husband. 



A Hying C.irl'a Story. 

Siiki.hyvii.i.e, Ind.. Nov. 7.— Miss 
Eva Homback. 17 years old, died mys 
teriously from poison. She was in love 
with John Welcher of Indianapolis, and 
it is said they quarreled. Before she 
died the girl explained that Welcher 
bought the arsenic, intending to take it 
himself. She found him asleep with 
the poison in his possession, and believ 
ing he had taken part of it, took the en- 
tiro quantity herself. When he awoke 
she discovered her mistake, but too late 
to save herself. This story is not be- 
lieved by Coroner Bruce, who is investi- 
gating. The girl came from Columbus. 
Ind., a few mouths ago, and has many 
friendB. 

Old Feud ltesolt* in Murder. 

Shell Lake, Wis.. Nov. 7.— William 
Sullivan, a farmer, was shot while go- 
ing from his house to nis Darn at 10 
o'clock Saturday night and died at 8 
o'clock Sunday morning. He lived 10 
miles west of here, jnst over the line in 
Burnett county, Urantsburg. She com 
ty seat is 40 miles from the scene of 
the murder and it was difficult to get 
officers to make the arrest of the bus 
picioned party. Yesterday evening 
citizens arrested Andrew Johnson for 
the murder. Johnson and Sullivan 
have been enemies, and it is claimed 
the murder grew out of an old foud. 

Given a New Trial. 
Lai-okte, Ind., Nov. 7.— Jackson 
Plumuier, sentenced to serve n term of 
21 years in the penitentiary north for 
the murder of the city marshal of 
Fowler, Ind.. was returned to Benton 
county, the BUpreme court having re- 
manded him for a new trial. The mar- 
shal tried to arrest Pliunmer without a 
warrant. The attempted arrest oc- 
curred in Plumuier's house, and us he 
resisted the officer undue force was 
used, and in the struggle the marshal 
was shot. 

Confessed Starting a SKt.OOO.OOO Fire. 

Boston, Nov. 7. — Louis A. Wright, 
an lH-year-old lad of Newton, Mass., 
now in jail as an incendiary, has con- 
fosBed to having sot the big fires in Bos- 
ton last spring, which so startled Bos- 
ton. His fires include the Hecht build- 
ing, the Ames, Lincoln. Brown, Durrell 
and other buildings burned in tne so- 
called Lincoln street fire, besides sun- 
dry other buildings. His work caused 
a loss in property of $3,000,000 and 
eight deaths.

The Fire Hat Meen Extinguished, But the 
Full Extent of the DUaster Will Prob- 
ably Never Re Known— Recovering the 
Ilodle* From the Sea and llurying 

Thrill. 

Madrid, Nov. 7.— On his arrival at 
Santander yesterday, Senor Gainazo, 
held a consultation with the authorities 
and the leading citizens, and assured 
them of the deep sympathy of the 
queen regent, who, he said, had wept 
apon hearing of the terrible disaster 
which had overtaken their city. Senor 
(iamazo telegraphed to Vallodolid for 
medicines and doctors, and headed * 
subscription list with §5,000 in behalf 
of the government. 

A decree has been issued authorizing 
the application, of the remainder of the 
fundi contributed for the sufferers by 
the Consuegra floods to the people who 
suffered by the disaster at Santander. 
The fire brigades of Vallodolid and 
Bilbao have succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames. Medicines, provisions, cloth- 
ing and other articles have arrived 
from Barcelona and other Spanish 
towns. 

The funeral of the Marquis Pom bo, 
one of the victims, was held yesterday. 
The body was terriby mutilated. The 
head was entirely severed, and tho 
trunk was in two portions. The burial 
of the other bodies which had been re- 
covered, also took place yesterday. In 
most cases the cotrins contaiued only 
heaps of human remains. These were 
placed in indiscriminate tombs. Great 
crowds attended the funeral cere- 
monies and iollowed the remains to the 
cemetery. 

Divers began the work of recovering 
the corpses from the sea, but they be- 
came so appalled at the number of 
bodies which thoy found that they re- 
fused to proceed and begged the au- 
thorities not to compel them to con- 
tinue the horrifying task. They said 
that the fish had begun preying upon 
the corpses which were already badly 
mutilated. ( iwing to the repugnance 
of the divers to finish the work men 
with grappling irons have been em- 
ployed to extract the bodies from the 
sea. 

The number of dead, missing and in- 
jured is still unknown. It is certain 
that the number will reach 1,000. Many 
persons are dying from their wounds, 
and several are expected to die as a re- 
sult of the fright they experienced at 
the time of the explosion. 

Lopez Doriga, a naval officer, who 
was an eye witness of the explosion, as- 
serts that the steamer had at least 1,000 
cases of dynamite of 35 kilos each on 
hoard. After the firo had started, ho 
went alongside the vessel in company 
with the naval authorities, to assist in 
extinguishing the flames, finding this 
impossible, the naval commandant 
ordered a tuir to tow her out into the 
stream, but the fire gained so rapidly 
that the commandant ordered that the 
ship be sunk where she was. 

The tank cocks were thereupon 
opened to admit the sea. The steamer 
began to sink slowly forward, tho fire 
still gaining. The captain of tho Trans- 
Atlantic line steamer then brought 
tools to cut Luiea in Lhe side ut the 
steamer. This process was slow. 
Doriga left the ship for a few moments 
and elbowed his way through the 
crowd of people on the quay. He was 
behind a cart. 50 yards distant, when 
lie was half stunned by the explosion. 
Ho foil beneuth the cart while an im- 
mense shower of wreckage, consisting 
of iron bars, rails and joists passed ovor 
his head. The steamer was lifted clean 
out of the water. A portion of the 
hull was warped and curved toward 
the stern, and then fell again with a 
splash into the sea sinking, together 
with the tuglKiats. the Truns-Atliantc 
liner and other craft near by. 

On recovering his senses Senor Doriga 
saw around him a horrible multitude 
of dead bodies and figures writhing in 
the agonies of death. Fragments of 
human bodies were strewn everywhere. 
The next thing that he detected was 
tho city in ffames. 

Numerous wrecks of houses could be 
seen in all directions. The discharge of 
projectiles from the steamer raised 
great clouds of dust. The streets were 
filled with splintered doors, fallon tiles 
of roofs and debris of every description. 

The property loss at present cannot 
be estimated, but it will bo very large.

REPORT ON PENSIONS 

The Annual Statement to Con- 
gress Completed. 



SATISFACTORY OPERATION. 



The Work Ke|* Closely lip to Date. 
Cases Uecelved and Disposed of During 
the Year Were 203,704 — A Falling Off 
Over the I'revlou* Year. 

Washington. Nov. 7.— The annual 
report of the record and pension office 
of the war department points out the 
satisfactory operation of the new con- 
stitution of the office. Current work 
in the office is kept closely up to date. 
Cases received and disposed of during 
the year were 888, 704; those on hand 
June HO, 1803. none. The cases received 
show a falling off over the previous 
year. 

Many cases are arising under the act 
of July 27, 1888, to pension survivors 
of various Indian wars, the principal 
labor being to ascertain whether organ- 
izations to which applicants belonged 
were in the military service of the 
United States so as to give them a pen- 
sionable status. 

During the last fiscal year the in- 
dividual military records of officers 
and enlisted men in Ohio, P ennsyl- 
vania and Indiana have been completed 
according to the index card system, 
and work begun on the records of Illi- 
nois. The latter will be completed iu 
few weeks. This leaves only the 
veteran reserve corps and other United 
States volunteers besides tho post de- 
tachment and miscellaneous rolls to be 
completed. 

The records of the revolution and 
war of 1618. which an act of congress 
of July 27, 1802, required should be in 
dexed. have not yet been transferred 
from the treasury and interior depart- 
ments. The determination of the mili- 
tary status of the several classes of 
troops has been an important feature of 
the carding of the record. 

During the fiscal vear B, 481 ,478 index 
record cards wore filed. This makes a 
total of 85,089,758 index record card- so 
filed that that of any ore individual 
soldier can readily be found. 

IRON HALL RECEIVERSHIP. 

The Fate of the Order Will Trobably Soon 
lie Determined. 

Inman.M'i ills, Nov. 7. --The question 
of tho lmn Hall receivership came up 
in the Marion superior court yesterday. 
Since the creation of the receivership. 
Aug. 88, 1888, new complications have 
■risen in the forming of the two reor- 
ganized bodies of the Iron Hall, each of 
which claims to be the legal reorganiza- 
tion and both of which are united on 
one side of tho case in seeking the dis- 
solution of the existing temporary re- 
ceivership. 

H. F. Libby, elected supreme justice 
of one of these factions, is hero in per- 
son looking after the chances of his 
branch, while Herbert Mcintosh, su- 
preme justice of the competing branch, 
is represented by F. A. Wind of St. 
Louis. The ouestion before the court

the premises to appoint a permanent 
receiver, who shall wind up the affairs 
of the order. Articles of agreement 
between all the attorneys as to the 
main facts in the c>i*h h»v« been filed.

TAR AND FEATHER INDICTMENTS. 

I'romlneiit l'eo|ile Charged With u Merl- 
on* Crime. 

KOXOMO, Ind., Nov. 7.— Six promi- 
nent business men of this city were in- 
dicted for murderous conspiracy yes- 
terday. Last July M. L. (iarrigus, 
agent for I Chicago paper, was assault- 
ed in a dark hallway by three men who 
attempted to take him to a secluded 
spot whore a crowd awaited to admin- 
ister a coat of tar and leathers. The 
plot failed. (.Jarrigiis shot ono of the 
assailants and escaped. 

He charged that three colored men 
had been hired to assassinate him hy a 
band of conspirators and pre* nted the 
matter to the grand jury. That body 
yesterday indicted L>. li. Hodgin, a 
brick manufacturer and ice dealer; J.

The State Board of Health Issues a 
Circular Urging That Precau- 
tions be Taken. 



The State Board of Health has issued 
the following circular : 

BOWLIMO Gkkkn, Kv.. XovcmlM>r I. 1*!»3. 

To Iht llmlth Offlrinl*. Phi/nirinn* ami Pnn>lr of 
h'riiturkii : This hoard ha* received official infor- 
mation of the existence of small pox In many 
section* of this country, particularly In Indiana. 
Ohio and Pennsylqanla. It also prevails exten- 
sively la Kuropc, and manifests an unusual 
tendency everywhere to lireak over official con- 
trol and assume an epidemic form. 

This hoard, therefore, feel* It to be its duty to 
warn the people that decisive action should at 
once be taken to protect the State from this loath- 
some malady. l>ortunatcly the method of pre- 
vention is as certain in It- action as it is cheap 
and easy to obtain. Vaccination and re-vacclna- 
Uon, properly done, with reliable virus, is a cer- 
tain preventive, and is entirely free from dan- 
ger. This Is the conclusion of the scientific 
world, alter full Investigation and large experi- 
ence, inn] may be thoroughly relied upon. 

Notwithstanding that this safe, cheap and per- 
fect protection is within reach of all, it is esti- 
mated that nearly one-third of the people of 
this State have never availed themselves of it. 
Intelligent |>ersons should not wait for the law 
to force them to an evident duty. No one should 
allow himself, or any one for whom he is respon 
slble, to remain uuvoccinatcd at any time, and 
especially in the face of the present danger. 
Health and school boards, everywhere, should 
co-operate (n requiring vaccination on a condi- 
tion of admission to alt schools, public and pri- 
vate, and the proprietors of manufactories ami 
railroads should make the sa 



same requirements of 
ine operation should alway 
done h'y competent physicians, at three points

in the saino arm, and the per- on vaccinated 
should be seen by him from time to time that 
he may know that a perfect result has been sc 
cured. Imperfect vaccination can only give rise 
to a false and often fatal sense of security. 

As a further precaution, the various health 
boards of the State, county and municipal, are 
requested to perfect their organizations, take 
every precaution to prevent the Importation of 
the disease into the communities: over which 
they have control, or, failing in this, be ready to 
stamp it out by strictly Isolating the tint case, 
and vaccinating and revacciuating every person 
endangered by it. The funerals of all persons 
dying of this disease should be strictly private. 
The same precautions should be observed In the 
management of scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria 
and other Infectious diseases. 

By the promptness and efficiency of several of 
our county boards In former years the disease 
was easily stamped out. In other counties no 
such precautions were taken at the outset, and 
the disease was only checked after serious loss of 
life, great Interference with business, from the 
panic incident to an epidemic of this disease, 
and an expenditure of money, which, if judi- 
ciously used in systematic vaccination before- 
hand, would have given perfect immunity to 
every citiien in the community. Here, as in 
other things, an ounce of prevention is not 
only better but cheaper than a pound of cure. 

In this, and all other matters pertaining to the 
public health, the state Board holds itself in 
readiness to assist the local boards to the full ex 
tent of It* powers; and all physicians of the Slate 
are requested to promptly notify their local 
Boards of Health of the first outbreak of this or 
nuy other contagious disease in their respective 
communities.

DAYLIGHT MURDER. 



tilled unci Robbed by Knur 
Negroes. 

Lake City, Fla., Nov. 7.— One of the 
boldest murders ever committed in that 
part of the country is reported from 
Lake City Junction, on the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, two or 
three miles from Fort White and in the 
lower portion of this county. William 
Duncan, a white man. was killed in his 
store at the junction, in broad day- 
light, between 8 and 10 o'clock, in the 
morning. The weapon used was a 
coupling-pin and with this his brains 
were beaten out. 

Four negroes were seen by those liv- 
ing near to go into his store and after- 
ward three of them were seen goin„' 
away with large bundles; and shortlj 
after this the crime was discovered by 
someone who went to the store. Rob- 
bery was evidently the motive. The 
store was ransacked and left in confu- 
sion. The community was aroused 
and a posse is in pursuit, with dogs. It 
is thought that one of the negroes has 
been captured. If taken, they will 
doubtless all be lynched. 

Another negro, who may also be one 
of the gang, was arrested here yester- 
day evening, as answering the descrip- 
tion of one wanted in Orlando, and he 
is now in jail.

lie Wandered Away From the World*! 
Fair und Went to California. 

Cincinnati. Nov. 7.— Mobilian Mc- 
Cracken has been found. Monday 
morning he was picked up on the 
streets of San Francisco, hungry, desti- 
tute and in a wretched condition. He 
told the police who he was and asked 
that his father be notified. According- 
ly, a telegram was sent to Chief 
Deitsch to that effect. 

Young McCracken is a son of Ralph 
McCracken. the Fourth street dealer in 
gents' furnishing goods, and is a civil 
engineer with headquarters at Colum- 
bus. 

Some weeks ago he went to Chicago 
to attend the world's fair. He sudden- 
ly and mysteriously disappeared, leav- 
ing no trace of his fate.
